this country is Russia’s No. 
1 target. But they also were 
told that if war should come 
U. S. defense forces would 
be armed with the most 
destructiv e weapons ev er 
known. 


The warning came fro m Secre­ 
tary o f State Acheso n who said 
the United States is faced with 
“a real and present threat” because 
it is the principal barrier “between 
the Kremlin and do minio n o ver 
the entire wo rld.” Acheso n spo ke 
to the American So ciety o f News-| 
paper Edito rs. 
“What do we mean,” Acheso n 
said, “when we say that o ur co un­ 
try is the principal target o f So ­ 
viet Co mmunism? We mean that 
the So viet autho rities wo uld use, 
and gladly use, any means at their 
eommand to weaken and to harm

The So uthern Railway system an­ 
no unced plans to day to clo se do wn 
its entire, 8,000-mile system o n 
nex t Wednesday to meet a strike 
threat o f lo cmno tive firemen. 
The So uthern is the largest rail 
system in the so uth. It serves 
every state and m ajw city in the 
east o f the Mississippi river and 
so uth o f the Ohio and Po to mac 
rivers, ex cept West Virginia. It 
has 38 ,000 emplo yes. Ernest E. 
No rris, the So uthern’s pr^ident, 
anno unced that an embargo will be 
o rdered 
Mo nday 
if 
the 
strike 
threat fo r nex t Wedndcsday by 
the Bro therho o d o f Lo ccmio tive 
Firemen and Enginemen is still 
pending. 
The u i ^ has called the strike 
fo r 8 a. m. Wednesday (lo cal 
time) o n the So uthern and three 
o ther majo r railro ads to back up 
a lo ng standing demand fo r as­ 
signment o f a seco nd firem m to 
help run multiple-engine diesel 
lo co mo tives. The strike wo uld also 
apply to steam lo co mo tives. 
A natio nwide telepho ne strike is 
set fo r the same time Wednesday 
mo rning in a dispute between the 
CIO’s 
Co mmunicatio ns 
Wo rkers 
and Bell pho ne co mpanies. 
No rris said the So uthern Rail­ 
way System’s embargo will bar 
acceptance o f any freight o r pass­ 
en g e r unable lb reach their des­ 
tinatio ns o r clear the So uthern 
System’s lines by the strike dead­ 
line. 
Issue On Ex tra Fireman 
Chairman Francis A. O’Neill, Jr., 
o f the Natio nal Mediatio n Bo ard, 
which administers the Railway 
Labo r law, said he knew o f no 
steps planned by the go vernmen 
to avert the unio n’s strike. 
The issue o f an ex tra fireman 
o n diesels—^lo co mo tives no w man­ 
ned by two men, o ne an engineer 
and o ne a fireman—^has been turn­ 
ed do wn by two White Ho use fact­ 
finding bo ards.

Co mpany. The o ffice was lo cated 
in the rear o f Anderso n’s jewelry 
sho p at 205 So uth Ohio street, » n# 
the co mpany had 15 subscribers. 
Anderso n o perated the ex change 
until 1882, when his equipment 
and rights were bo ught by the 
Misso uri and Kansas Telepho ne 
Co mpany, the fo rerunner o f the 
So uthwestern Bell Telepho ne C « n- 
pany. At this time there were 75 
subscribers, but by 1885 the num­ 
ber had decreased to 24 because 
o f limited co nnectio ns available. 
p ie co mpany shut do wn, but early 
in 1886 was resumed. 
lin e To Warreneburg 
Lo ng distance lines began to be 
built between 1888 and 1889, and a 
line was built fro m Sedalia to 
W arrensburg in 1889. Later the 
same year it was ex tended to 
Kansas a ty. In 29 9 8 The Ameri­ 
can Telepho ne and Telegraph lines 
were bro ught to SedaUa, and, to ­ 
gether with the Misso uri 
and 
Kansas Co mpany lines, gave Se­ 
dalia state-wide co mmunicatio ns, 
as well as to po ints o ut o f the 
state. 
The aeco nd ex change in SedaUa 
was lo cated o n the seco nd floor of 
a building o n the nm theast cOTner 
o f Seco nd and Ohio streets, abo ut 
1888. This ex change grew to in­ 
clude 
a three-po siti<Mi magneto - 
type switchbo ard, and had 
about 
300 subscribers by 1898. Larger 
quarters had to be fo und, and that 
same year a five-po sitio n bo ard 
was installed o n the seco nd flo o r 
o f a building at 209 So uth Ohio 
street. Two mo re po sitio ns had to 
be added to the switchbo ard with­ 
in the nex t two o r three years be­ 
cause o f the increased number o f 
subscribers.

started in Sedalia in 1900. A 20- 
year franchise was granted to 
Charles G. Chaddo ck and Fred A. 
Churchill, two St. Lo uis men, o n 
February 5, 1900, and they o r­

Queen City Telepho ne Co mpany 
with an autho rized capital o f $50,- 
000. Co nstructio n began o n a cen­ 
tral o ffice and o utside po le lines. 
The po les were o f heavy c3T>ress, 
and made a fine appearance, but 
the wo o d depreciated rapidly. At 
the end o f five years the cypress 
had to be replaced with cedar. In 
additio n to o pen wire, abo ut five 
miles o f 20-guage cable was used, 
pro bably the first cable in Sedalia.

—(/P)—Wreckage of a miss­ 
ing Air Force C-54 traiu^it 
plane was found today scat­ 
tered ov er the south slc^ of 
nearby Hirugafake moun­ 
tain. There was no sign of 
life among the 35 Americans 
aboard. 
A brief Army anno uncemmt 
said the wreckage—^IdentiHcd by 
a number o n the plaiM—was spo t­ 
ted at 12:20 p. m.

o ver the scene, directing gro und

It is in 
the same latitude as Hawaii and 
has a climate and soil sim ilar to

Hainan is about twice 
the siae of the Hawaiian islands 
and has a population of some 
3,000,000. 
Chinese Sino t 111 RC. 


This big island has been a Chi­ 
nese possession since they took 
it by conquest in 111 B.C. Despite 
the many centuries which have 
ensued the island is largely un­ 
developed and there are aborigines 
among the natives. 
However. Hainan is potentially 
a treasure house. One of its chief 


assets Is high-grade iron ore, and 
there are other minerals as well 
as timber. There is good agricul­ 
tural land, and the Island pro­ 
duces 
coconuts, 
coffee, 
rubber, 
fruits. Jute, hemp, sugar and rice. 
Still, this potential wealth has 
nothing to do with the fierce 
struggle now being waged between 
the defending Nationalist troops 
under 
Hsueh 
Yueh, 
the 
“ Little Tiger,” and the attacking 
Reds under Gen. Lin Riao, the 
Manchurian Hammer.” It is, as 
already stated, partly psychologi­ 
cal and partly strategic.

The battle for possession

Hainan island, between the de­ 
fending Chinese Nationalists and 
the invading Chinese Communists 
from the neighboring mainland, is 
raging at a furious and bloody 
pitch. 


Probably as you look at your 
maps you wonder why either side 
should be impelled to expend so

this fabled “ dragon’s tail.” What 
strength would it add to the Reds, 
who already hold the vast con­ 
tinental area? W hat good is to to 
Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek’s 
Nationalists when they lack the 
strength to invade the m ainland?

The loss of this great island, 
with its rich natural resources, 
would be a heavy blow to Na­ 
tionalist prestige, and it would 
give a corresponding boost to Red 
stock, especially abroad.

May be that’s the solution, but I can’t see too big 
a profit coming in from soda pop and hot dogs at every game. 
I talk ed to one play er and ask ed him what he was getting 
—I was informed he couldn’t tell. All I k now is what I get, not 
what any one else is getting. I do k now that some salaries range 
from $5.00 a garne to $15.()0 a game and that isn’t much. Yet on 
the other hand, it is attractive to some who hope to pick up a 
few buck s to go on a vacation. 
It still is the business of these play ers and none of mine, 
but I still contend I would lik e to see some of them remain here 
and tak e another chance with the local club in putting the deal 
over this y ear. I just can’t see how Sedalia can miss this y ear, 
unless it is really lik e the play ers say . the fans just don’t want 
to attend. 
I have told the boy s I would carry their signed letter 
and let y ou see for y ourself just how they feel—I don’t blame 
them one bit.

The article told of a 14-y ear-old boy being k illed in 
Palo Alto CaUf. while riding un his “UNLIGHTED" bicy cle, into 
heavy tratfic. There have been several boy s hit by cars be­ 
cause their bik es were unlightcd, but for some reason reports 
didn’t necessarily reach the police department. Sedalia boy s 
should tak e a lesson from the death in Palo Alto and either light 
their bicy cles or leave them at home at night. 
The local incident occurred w’hen two boy s got out of a car 
in front of the Library , one lad shot out around the back of his 
Dad’s car and directly in the path of my car. Luck ily , I stopped in 
a split second of time and didn’t hit him. A lady driving west 
behind the car driven by the boy ’s father barely missed the second 
lad w'hen she succeeded in coming to an abrupt stop, because 
he didn’t look where he was going. The boy ’s Dad came back 
and took both in hand, he was shak ing almost as bad as my self 
and from his remark s I firmly believe the boy s were shak ing 
considerably more when they got home. Boy s should think be­ 
fore dashing out into the street and around park ed cars, a boy 
has only one life—not nine. 
So boy s as spring approaches, the weather gets nicer and 
y ou begin going to the various park s in town, remember if y ou 
k now it is going to be dark before y ou get home, tak e along 
a 
flashlight for that “UNLIGHTED” bicy cle. And remember in 
dark ness it is more dangerous to dash from behind a car than 
it is in the day time, but it is still dangerous to do it in mid-day 
as well.

In Ita ly ; J o in Red Eneii lies 
In Stirring Up Cha o s

ROME — (NEA) — Democratic 
still iiold the upper hand 
in Italy—for the time b eing. 
But a littto more than five years 
after their defeat, the Fascists are 
cro^ung b ack into power under 
the impact of Communist sab o­ 
tage and violence, and it is no 
longer either a disgrace or a crime 
in Itafy to have b een a Fascist. 
Holy Year pilgrims and tourists 
are surprised at the open evidence 
of new pro-Fascist sentiment and 
at the lavish display of Mussolini*s 
pictures, diaries and b ooks on the 
newsstands of Italy's b ig cities. 
There is a story current here 
of an Italian who recently re­ 
turned to Rome after many years 
in self-imposed ex ile. 
When he 
saw all the pro-Mussolini litera- 
ture b eing offered out in the open, 
ha asked a friend: 
••Isn't the Duce's propaganda 
ministry overdoing things a b it?” 
• • ♦ 
Twenty years of Blackshirt re 
gime succeeded in linking a vast 
numb er of Italians to the Fascis 
b andwagon on a permanent b asis, 
and today more and more youn, [ 
and old alike grumb le that “under 
Fascism it was b etter.” 
In Italy, as in the rest of Eu 
rope, there is a strange new polit 
cal phenomenon not yet fully 
umlerstood in the United States 
Both the Communists 
and 
the 
Fascists, although confirmed en 
emies, are working hand-in-hand 
to perpetuate economic and po­ 
litical chaos in their countries 
Such dismrganizaticm is the stock 
in - tn ^ ci b otti groups. 
Recently I sat through a stormy 
siz-hour session in the Italian 
Chamb er of Deputies. 
Fm* six 
hours I watched the Communis 
and Fascist tactics o t violence anc 
rowdjrism in action. It was hard 
to imagine that the man b ehind i 
aU was the mü d. iwcrfessoria 
leader o f the Italian Communists 
Palmiro Togliatti, who is also the 
futtous Ercoli, trained in Moscow 
for many years as a Red agent. 
• • • 
But to 
Italian old-timers the 
whole scene was a flash-b ack to 
the turb ulent days which paved 
ihe wiQT for Benita Mu 96olinl*k 
seizure d power. 
Aiding these forces are the new 
economic difficulties facing Italy’s 
democratic system. 
Ovmpopulation, 
ex cess 
man­ 
power and rising unemploymmit 
are awious prob lems. Since the 
first deb ates on how to utilize 
Mardiall Plan aid, large scale 
emigration has b em recognized as 
an indispensab le condition for 
' Italy's economic recovery. After 
two ysaas, nothing h m b ean done 
ab out H, 
Meantime, 
Italy 
today 
has 
t,100,000 unemployed, and their 
ranks are instantly grow ing. To 
out this figure, many industrie 
are retailing ex cess lab or. 
But 
wages fo r these “unproductive 
workers” inflate the costs of 
manufactured goods and make it 


difficult for Italy to compete on 
the ex port market. 
• • • 
Even more serious is the failure 
of Premier Alcide de Gasperi’s 
goverinment to institute the long- 
overdue }and reforms. 
Out of an estimated 75,000,000 
acres of productive land in Italy, 
the govemmmit had promised to 
distrib ute ab out 3,750,000 acres to 
landless peasants ahd small farm­ 
ers. 
Thus far, nothing has b een done 
to put this program into effect 
and Communist-inspired 
lane 
seizures in southern Italy anc 
Sicily have b een emb arrasing to 
de Gasperi’s government. 
Equally emb arrassing haue b een 
seizures b y some of de Gas­ 
peri’s Christian Democrats who 
wanted to b eat the Communists 
to the punch and force govern- 
m« it action. At the same time, 
the plan is meeting opposition 
within the premier’s own party 
and fiom the pow^erful Farmers 
Union. 
• • • 
At the moment, the Commu­ 
nists have lost some of their 
strength due to indiscriminate 
use of strikes as a political wea­ 
pon. The influence of the Vatican 
and the Marshall' Plan, which is 
more popular in Italy than any­ 
where else, have dampened pro- 
Soviet statements. 
But time is on the side d Mos­ 
cow and Palmiro Togliatti. Unless 
the de Gasperi govemmrat acts 
soon o n the ex cess man-power

remember flie day s befo re Wo rld War I and 
Wo rld War II. Ainnealt to reaso n seem to have 
no effect upo n the Russian leaders. 
Must appeasement go o n? Or has time co me 
fw a fo rthright ultimatum? Eiflmr may pxe- 
dpiate ano ther wo rld-wide blo o d-letting. 
What hmguage gangsterism, either ruling na­ 
tio ns o r ruling co mmunities, understand? 
American leadership needs a co o l head to 
restrain these ruthless dictato rs at ho me and 
abro ad.

Po htics Respo nsible fo r 
Veterans* Ho spital Waste

WASHINGTON.—The public do esn’t kno w H, 
but the real reaso n fo r waste regarding vetm'ans 
ho spitals is po litics. It is also why co nscientio us 
Dr. Paul Magnus<m, chief o f the Veterans Ad- 
ministrati<m’i medical divisio n, has been o a the 
po int o f resigning. 
He want# ho epitalc lo cated where medical 
co nditlo ni are beet, while fenial veterana ad- 
minietrato r Carl Gray eo metimae lo cates them 
xdiere po litical co nditio n, are beet. Unlike Gen. 
Omar Bradley , he do esn’t kno w ho w to -..w i 
up against po litical pressure. 
Here are so me specific examples: 
MULEY bo b D0UGHT0N*8 HOSPITAIr— 
The V.A. will so o n build a 1,000-bad neuro - 
pey chiatric ho spital at Salisbury , N.C., despite 
the fkct that medical autho rities want it at 
Durham o r Winsto n-Salem where it wo uld be 
near Duke University o r the future site o t Wake 
Fo rest co llege. Do cto rs alway s like to place 
neuro psy chiatrie ho spitals near medical centers, 
because nerve patients so metimes have a co m- 
plicatio n o f diseases. 
This view was also suppo rted by Secretary 
o f the Army Go rdo n Gray , a No rth Caro linian. 
But ano ther No rth Caro linian disagreed. He 
was Co ngxwssman Bo b Do ughtcm, who , as chair­ 
man o f the Way s and Means cmnmittee. Is 
o ne o f the mo o t po werful members o f C cm gi^ 
l>« epite eco no mies and medical pmteences, 
Do uidito n wanted the ho eidtal in his district 
So it is go ing to be put there. 
SENATOR MURRAY’S H O SPITA IR 100- 
bed ho spital is being buü t at Mü e a ty , Mo nt, 
also to r fnxn a medical center, as a favo r to 
Sen. James Murray o f Mo ntana. This ho spital 
was o riginally scheduled to be pert o f a VJL 
m^o ject at Mino t, No rth Dako ta, until “Do cto r” 
Murray decided o therwise. It will no w co st the 
tmx p Rjo n 
the huge sum o f $4.4Tt,ttl. o r mo re 
tliBn $44,000 per bed. 
CONGRESSMAN 
VINSON’S 
HOSPITAX« — 
The V ^ has bem fo rced to take o ver and 
maintain ano ther o ut-<^-the-way ho spital at 
Dublin, Ga., built by the Navy as a favo r to 
Co ngressman Carl Vinso n o f Geo rgia, po wwful 
chairman o f the Armed Services co mmit|se. 
'This ho spital is so far.fro m a ikaln-line rail­ 
ro ad that the Navy had to build a special air­ 
field to bring in patients. Also , o nly 360 o f its 
500 beds are in use, due to lack o f medical 
permnnri. To sUff the Dublin ho spital. Dr. 
Magnuso n finally had to o rder 15 do cto rs there 
fro m o ther VA, ho spitals. Whereupo n eight o f 
the IS resigned. 
BUDGET BUREAU’S HOSPITAL—Ano ther 
faring case is AugusU, Ga., where the VA., 
und« r pressure fro m the Budget Bureau, Is 
being fo rced to take o ver a ramshackle Navy 
ho spital fo r neuro psy chiatrie patients. The main 
building is an o ld ho tel, with co rrido rs and 
do o rs to o narro w fo n ho spital use. 
Mmre impo rtant, this ho spital canno t be ade- 
quatriy staffed with do cto rs and technicians 
to handle its 1,000 beds. 
Tfho VA. wants* to 
buü d a new psy chiatric ho qdtal in Atlanta, Ga., 
where do ctm fro m Ehio ry Univerrity , a flrst- 
dass medical sdio o l, wo uld be available to r 
residence wo rk. Such a ho spital co uld be built 
fo r what it will co st to maintain the Navy 
“snakepit” at Auguste fo r 10 y ears. Ho wever, 
the Budget Bureau say s no . 
Cleeed-OpeB Embassy 
Every spring the aUegedly elite ho mes o f 
Washingto n are put o n display fo r the benefit 
o f a church charity . Fo r a mo dest sum, the 
curio us public can traipse o ver the rugs o f 
Mrs. Dean Achesmi in Geo rgeto wn, o r go re at 
the bric-a-brac o f Mrs. Felix Frankfurter.

Albert H. Waters, president of the 
Chamber of Commerce, «,aid both 
sides made recommendations, but 
he wouldn't elaborate. 


The Kansas City Star said it 


was reported in Jefferson City that 
Waters had asked the governor to 
fire three other appointed mem- 
bers of the police board and ap- 
point new ones.

There was speculation that Far- 
rell's resignation might be follow- 
ed by sweeping changes in the 
Kansas City police setup.

Wreck of 
Transport 


C-54 With 35 
Aboard Crashed on 
Mountain—No 
Sign of Life 


TOKYO, Sunday, April 23 


— (JP) — Wreckage of a miss- 
ing Air Force C-54 transport 
plane was found today scat- 
tered over the south slope of 
nearby Hirugafake moun- 
tain. There was no sign of 
life among the 35 Americans 
aboard. 


A brief Army announcement 


said the wreckage — identified by 
a number on the plane — was spot- 
ted at 12:20 p. m. Tokyo time. It 
said a helicopter was hovering 
over the scene, directing ground 
rescue squads to the spot. 


The mountain is about 35 miles 
southwest of Tokyo. 


The big four-engined plane car- 


ried 27 passengers and a crew of 
eight. 


The passengers included Frank 


E. Pickelle, head of the occupa- 
tion's foreign trade division, and 
three other occupation officials. 
They were returning from a trade 
conference in Manila.

Ohio. This office opened for busi- 
ness April 1, 1901, and 275 sta- 
tions, and over a period of five 
years the Queen City company was 
able to secure 584 subscribers.

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Working Their Way Through College 
Is No Joke to Blackburn's Students 


By NEA Service 


CAKLINVILLE, in. — There 


are 315 students at Blackburn 
college here. 
And all 315 are 


working their way through col- 
lege. 


In fact, they have to. For part 


of the tuition charged by the 
unique school is 15 hours of work 
a week. 
Since the students' la- 


bors help the institution keep its 
payroll small _ there are only 
seven employes, exclusive of the 
faculty — the institution can keep 
the tuition small. 
Full tuition 


board and rcom for the school 
year is only $500 — plus those 
15 hours of work. 


The students completely main- 


tain the co-educational college, 
which is 60 miles northeast of St. 
Louis. 
Eight student crews are 


responsible for the principal areas 
of work—kitchen; laundry; wom- 
en's janitor work; table service; 
construction; firing furnaces; book 
store; and men's janitor work. 


Running each crew is a student 


"work head." 
Work managers" 


lor men's and women's activities

The 


KITCHEN WORKERS prepare something tasty for Blackburn 
College's student mess hall. Their work proficiency will be 
graded along with their academic subjects. 


Yellow Springs, O.; Berea at Be- 
rea, Ky.; and Harding, -Searcy, 
Ark. —have sell-help, work plans, 
usually based on a college-opera- 
ted industry, but Blackburn does 
not operate an industry. 


Because Blackburn, which was 


established in 1835, is now de- 
signed specifically for students 
who need financial help in ob- 
taining a college education, the 
thrift motif is carried throughout. 
For example, one $10 fee is the 
only charge for the entire social 
program for the school year — it 
covers admission to all the ath- 
letic contests, concerts and dances. 


"Higher 
education must 
be 


available also to young men and 
women whose families are with- 
out 
large financial resources," 


says Blackburn's president, Rob- 
ert P. Ludlum, in explaining the 
'Blackburn Plan." 


But Ludlum believes the plan 


las many values besides lower- 
ng the cost of a college educa- 
ion. 
He says the work-while- 


you-learn scheme develops "ma- 
ure ability to assume responsi- 
ility," creates "group conscious- 
iess," and teaches "the means of 
. 


work heads and work managers 
are elected by the outgoing office 
holders, after all nominees for the 
positions attend a two-week work 
heads' school. 


The student workers do all the 


chores around the 20-acre cam- 
pus, with its seven 
buildings. 


They do everything from replac- 
ing light bulbs to cooking the 
food for the student dining hall; 
from washing the dishes to grav- 
elling the roads; from scrubbing 
floors to doing the campus laun- 
dry, 
i 


Students express their choice of 


work assignments at the begin- 
ning of each semester. The work 
managers assign the jobs accord- 
ing to these preferences, but they 
also take into consideration such 
things as academic schedules. 
A 


person with a late afternoon lab 
can't be assigned to kitchen work, 
lor example, since the lab con- 
flicts with dinner preparations. 


Jobs are switched, too, as the 


college feels that variety is de- 
sirable. 
Students are graded on 


the work, just as they are graded 
on the academic subjects. These 


work reports form a part of each 
graduate's official college record. 


Besides the routine jobs of fir- 


ing furnaces, clerking in the book 
store, secretarial work, cooking 
and serving meals and so on, 
some students have 
odd jobs 


which also help Blackburn save 
money. 
One boy is the college 


butcher, another maintains the 
chapel organ and a group runs 
the college's 80-acre farm from 
which much of the food served 
is obtained. 


Blackburn refers to its plan as

I talked to one player and asked him what he was getting 
—I was informed he couldn't tell. All I know is what I get, not 
what anyone else is getting. I do know that some salaries range 
from $5.00 a game to $15.00 a game and that isn't much. Yet on 
the other hand, it is attractive to some who hope to pick up a 
few bucks to go on a vacation. 


It still is the business of the'se players and none of mine, 
but I still contend I would like to see some of them remain here 
and take another chance with the local club in putting the deal 
over this year. I just can't see how Sedalia can miss this year, 
unless it is really like the players say, the fans -just don't want 
to attend. 


I have told the boys I would carry Iheir signed letter 
and let you see for yourself just how they feel—1 don't blame 
them one bit. 


"Hello Kelly: 
"We saw in the Sunday Sport Column, the article where 
the Sedalia ball club expressed their opinion about the Sedalia 
players going out of town to play, because of getting paid. If 
that's the way they feel about it, we, the players, the ones that 
are going to play for money and out of town would like to ex- 
press our side of it too 


"It seems to us that they Are worrying more about what 
the out of town teams are going to have and also how much' we 
players are going to make than they do their own team here in 
Sedalia. 


"Yes, we would like to stay and help the Sedab'a team out, 
but why stay? When Sedalia can't support a ball club with just 
the little attendance they have year after year and the same ones 
come every year. It takes more than that 


"We players don't hold any hard feelings against the Sedalia 
Club or the fan that did come out when we did play. We are 
just looking out for ourselves and trying to pick up a little extra 
money. There isn't a bar player that wouldn't play for money 
if he had the chance.

Dad's cai and dnectly in the path of my car. Luckily, I stopped in 
a split second of time and didn't hit him. A lady driving west 
behind the car driven by the boy's father barely missed the second 
lad when she succeeded in coming to an abrupt stop, because 
he didn't look where he was going. The boy's Dad came back 
and took both in hand, he was shaking almost as bad as myself 
rind from his remarks 1 firmly believe the boys were shaking 
considerably more when they got home. Boys should think be- 
fore dashing out into the street and around parked cars, a boy 
has only one life—not nine.

There was no ruling on the 


contempt citation today.

Methods of gangland rule are not unfamiliar 


to Americans. It was pronounced during the 
prohibition era. We have seen it close at ham 
in Kansas City since then, too. 


Control of gangland's own organizations is 


maintained through fear, terrorism, and brutal- 
ity. Rights and liberties of those who challenge 
or resist are met with violence. 


We like to think that only the unintelligent 


and low-life* direct forces of the underworld. 


But during our own time we have seen men 


of intelligence exert such influence over masses 
of people that they have risen to power and 
entrenched 
themselves by gangland tactics. 


Wholesale destruction of lives through purges 
and persecution have been common place in the 
past generation. 


Hitler and Mussolini were the most recent 


exponents of rule by violence and rape of the 
people's liberties. 


Now a minority group in Soviet Russia has 


a death-grip on its own population and is 
progressively 
extending its bestial 
controls 


throughout the world. 


Incidents that spark wars are beginning to 


occur, incidents all too familiar to those who 
remember the days before World War I and 
World War IL Appeals to reason seem to have 
no effect upon the Russian leaders. 


Must appeasement go on? Or has time come 


for a forthright ultimatum? Either may pre- 
cipiate another world-wide blood-letting. 


What language gangsterism, either ruling na- 


tions or ruling communities, understand? 


American leadership needs a cool head to 


restrain these ruthless dictators at home and 
abroad. Perhaps the "truth" campaign proposed 
by President Truman may dampen the provoca- 
tive attitude of the Russians.

• Th* Washington Merry-Go-Jtound 
Politics Responsible for 
Veterans' Hospital Waste 


By Drew Pcanxm 


WASHINGTON.—The public doesn't know it, 


but the real reason for waste regarding veterans 
hospitals is politics. It is also why conscientious 
Dr. Paul Magnuson, chief of the Veterans Ad- 
ministration's medical division, has been on the 
point of resigning. 


He wants hospitals located where medical 


conditions are best, while genial veterans ad- 
ministrator Carl Gray sometimes locates them 
where political conditions are best. Unlike Gen 
Omar Bradley, he doesn't know how to stand 
up against political pressure. 


Here are some specific example.: 
MULEY BOB DOUGHTON'S HOSPITAL— 


The V.A. will soon build a 1,000-bed neuro- 
psychiatric hospital at Salisbury, N.C., despite 
the fact that medical authorities want it at 
Durham or Winston-Salem where it would be 
near Duke University or the future site of Wake 
Forest college. Doctors always like to place 
neuropsychiatric hospitals near medical centers 
because nerve patients sometimes have a com- 
plication of diseases. 


This view was also supported by Secretary 


of the Army Gordon Gray, a North Carolinian. 
But another North Carolinian disagreed. He 
was Congressman Bob Doughton, who, as chair- 
man of the Ways and Means committee, is 
one of the most powerful members of Congress. 
Despite economies and medical preferences, 
Doughton wanted the hospital in hi. district. 
So it i. going to be put there. 


SENATOR MURRAY'S HOSPITAL—A 100- 


bed hospital is being built at Mile City, Mont, 
also far from a medical center, a. a favor to 
Sen. James Murray of Montana. This hospital 
was originally scheduled to be .part of a V.A. 
project at Minot, North Dakota, until "Doctor" 
Murray decided otherwise. It will now cost the 
taxpayers the huge sum of $4,476,8»1, or more 
than »44,000 per bed. 


CONGRESSMAN 
VINSON'S 
HOSPITAL— 


The V.A. has been forced to take over and 
maintain another out-of-the-way hospital at 
Dublin, Ga., built by the Navy as a favor to 
Congressman Carl Vinson of Georgia, powerful 
chairman of the Armed Services committee. 


This hospital is so far. from a main-line rail- 


road that the Navy had to build a special air- 
field to bring in patients. Also, only SflO of its 
500 beds are in use, due to lack of medical 
personnel. To staff the Dublin hospital. Dr. 
Magnuson finally had to order 15 doctors there 
from other V.A. hospitals. Whereupon eight of 
the 15 resigned. 


BUDGET BUREAU'S HOSPITAL—Another 


glaring case is Augusta, Ga., where the V.A., 
under pressure from the Budget Bureau, is 
being forced to take over a ramshackle Navy 
hospital for neuropsychiatric patients. The main 
building is an old hotel, with corridors and 
door, too narrow^fori hospital use. 
- More important, this hospital "cannot be ade- 
quately staffed with doctoru and technicians 
to handle its 1,000 beds. The V.A. wants* to 
buUd a new psychiatric hospital in Atlanta, Ga., 
where doctors from Emory University, a first- 
class medical school, would be available for 
residence work. Such a hospital could be built 
for what it will cost to maintain the Navy 
"snakepit" at Augusta for 10 years. However, 
the Budget Bureau says no. 
Closed-Open Embassy

Washington are put on display for the benefit 
of a church charity. For a modest sum, the 
curious public can traipse over the rugs of 
Mrs. Dean Acheson in Georgetown, or gaze at 
the bric-a-brac of Mrs. Felix Frankfurter.

Washington lumber merchant, was supposed to 
iiave served as hostess during a tour at the 
Egyptian embassy. But the Egyptian ambassador 
refused to let Mrs. Hechinger set her foot inside 
he front door. Mrs. Wiley Ruttedge, wife of 
the late Supreme Court justice, calmed the 
furor; and instead, Mrs. Jesae Donaldson, wife 
of the postmaster general, seated as hostess for 
the Egyptian embassy.

But instead of protesting the insult, 
the society ladies have invited the Egyptian 
embassy to participate again and are meekly 
sending Mrs. Donaldson back as hostess.

Truman's Plan

WASHINGTON, April 21—(IP)— 


President Truman's plan No. 12 
Is running into rough weather 


This is one of 21 plans Mr 


Truman sent to Congress severe 
weeks ago for reorganizing parts 
of the government 


No. 12 would wipe out the 


powers of Robert N. Denham, 
general counsel of the National 
Labor Relations Board and 
them to the board. 


Denham and the four-man board 


haven't been getting along -well. 
That's putting it gently. 


Under the Taft-Hartley act, if 


a union or employer wants to 
complain the other is unfair, Den- 
ham is the man to go to. 


Under the powers given him 


by T-H Denham alone decides 
whether to listen to the complaint 
or throw it out. 


If he decided to throw it out, 


the board can't do anything. If he 
thinks it's all right, he prosecutes 
it before the board which then 
can judge. 
Growing Fued 
Since T-H was passed two years 


ago and Denham was given the 
general counsel's job, there's been 
a growing fued between him and 
the board. 


This was a strange situation 


Denham and the board are both 
being paid to see that unions anc 
employer live up to T-H. 


Both are supposed to be fail 


and impartial. But Denham broke 
the fued wide open in a Jan. 13 
speech accusing the board of be- 
ing pro-labor. 


Everyone here wondered where 


this explosion would lead. It led 
right to plan No. 12 which Mr. 
Truman 
handed 
Congress 
on 


March 13, two months later. 


Under this plan Denham's job— 


general counsel — Avould remain 
but his powers would be given 
to the board. That would finish 
off Denham. 


Denham strongly opposed the 


idea. So did the U.S. Chamber of 
Commerce and the National As- 
sociation of Manufacturers. So did 
Senator Taft, Ohio Republican and 
one of the T-H authors. He's lead- 
ing the fight against plan No. 12. 
Henog for Plan 
But, just as strongly, the chair- 


man o* the board, Paul Herzog, 
was all for the plan. 


He said the present divided re- 


sponsibility has caused friction 
within the NLHB and confusion 
among management and labor. 


{Taft said«4ransferring Denham's 
powers to the board would make 
Herzog the "most powerful labor 
czar" in America.) 


Labor unions also backed the 


plan, accusing Denham of being 
unfair to labor. This was a pretty 
kettle of fish or something. 


Now the plan will become effec- 


tive on May 24 unless a constitu- 
tional majority of the House or 
Senate—just one branch is enough 
—vote against it. 


Ordinarily, a vote in House or 


Senate on any bill is by a simple 
majority of those present at voting 
time. 


Something Else 
But a constitutional majority is 


something else in either house. 
For instance, a constitutional ma- 
jority of the 96 Senators would 
be 49. 


So a constitutional majority— 


for or against anything—is al- 
ways harder to get than a simple 
majority. 


The Senate Expenditures com- 


mittee took plan No. 12 under its 
wing to examine it and hear some 
arguments about it. 


This week the members of the 


committee had a vote to see how 
they felt about it. The vote was 
9 against it, 4 for it.
